ADDITIONAL SUPERVISED RELEASE TERMS 

Within 30 days of any change of address, the defendant shall notify the Clerk of the Court for the U. S. District Court, 
District of Columbia, of the change until such time as the financial obligation is paid in full. 

The defendant shall be turned over to the custody of the U. S. Immigration and Customs Enforcement for deportation. If 
deported, the term of supervised release will be unsupervised. However, if released within the U. S., within 72 hours of 
release from custody, the defendant shall report in person to the probation office in the district to which he is released. 

The defendant shall abide by the general conditions of supervision that have been adopted by the U. S. Probation Office. 
The defendant shall also comply with the following special conditions: 

The defendant shall comply with the Bureau of Immigration and Customs Enforcement's immigration process. If deported, 
the defendant shall not re-enter the United States without legal authorization during the period of supervision. Should the ' 
defendant receive permission to return to the United States, he shall report to the U. S. Probation Office in the area where 
he intends to reside within 72 hours of his return. 

Pursuant to 42 U.S.C. section 14135a, for all felony offenses, the defendant shall submit to the collection and use of DNA 
identification information while incarcerated in the Bureau of Prisons, or at the direction of the U. S. Probation Office. 

The defendant shall not possess, have under his control, or have access to any firearm, explosive device, or other 
dangerous weapons, as defined by federal, state or local law. 

The Court finds that the provision for submission of periodic drug tests, as required under 18 U.S.C. section 3563(a) and 
3583(b), is suspended, as the defendant is believed to pose a low risk of future substance abuse. 

The Probation Office shall release the presentence investigation report to all appropriate agencies in order to execute the 
sentence of the Court. Treatment agencies shall return the presentence report to the Probation Office upon the 
defendant's completion or termination from treatment.
